IN FRANCE, Wednesday, 
8.—The German artillery, 
under orders from the Prussian

capital has already suffered ter- 
ribly from this effort to carry 
out the German idea of striking 
terror into the fatherland's en- 
emies by the destruction of their 
most loved works of art, and 
every day adds to its suffering. 


The correspondent today went a)! 
ever the abandoned city and ob- 
served the effects of the bombard- 
ment which has turned parts of 
the town Into heaps of ruins, and 
killed fifty-two men cfvillans, thirty 
;Women and five children. besides 
| wounding sixty-two men, forty- 
eight women and nineteen children 
before the population had an oppor- 
tunity to evacuate the place. Since 
the Germans have been within 
cannon shot of Amiens they have 
hurled no fewer than 6800 shells. 
mostly six-inch and eight-inch, in- 
to the city. 

Every indication points to a srs- 
tematic effort to destroy the puwb- 
lic buildings, as the cathedral has

AIR RAIDS NIGHTLY.

ALLIED LINE PROVES EQUAL 
TO TEST OF GERMAN ATTACK. 


HE Allied defense on the Flanders front to the south- 

west of Ypres has again been tested by the Germans 

and has been found adequate, says the Associated 
Press. Two divisions of Teutonic troops were employed on a 
relatively short front and were sent into the fight under 
cover of a terrifie artillery fire. The front chosen for the 
attack extended from the village of Voormezeele, but the 
center of the assault seems to have been at Vierstraet, « 
hamlet northeast of Kemmel Hill. 

The flanks of the German attacking line were stopped 
short by fire from th French and British artillery posted 
on high ground and which was able ta enfilade the Ger- 
man regiments as they tried to advance. In the center, 
however, the Germans made quite a serious dent in the Al- 
lied line. Wednesday night, however, the Allies drove for- 
ward in a counter-attack, and the latest reports from Field 
Marshal Haig are to the effect that the line has been re- 
established. The Germans are reported to have lost very 
heavily during the fightirig. 

There is a constant rumble of heavy artillery fire along 
the Somme front, but here the British have again improved 
their position by local attacks. The Canadian forces from 
New Brunswick and Nova Scotia have engaged in a success- 
ful local attack south of Arras. 

On the southern sectors of the Somme salient, as well as 
in Lorraine and other sectors further south, there have been 
no noteworthy combats. 

The artillery of the contending armies continues very 
active in the Asiago Basin region on the Italian front. The 
official reports from Rome tell of enemy troops being 
“hampered” by the Allied fire. The Brenta and Maserada 
sectors also have been centers of heavy bombardments.

Federal and santo Officials to 


Open Offices Here and in 
Other Cities. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRT.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 8%. 
—Federal and State authori- 
ties have joined forces to re- 
‘cruft farm labor, it was an- 
nounced here today by W. T. 
Boyce, director of the Federal! 
Farm Labor Bureau, and 
Charlies B. Sexton, in charge 
of the State Employment Bu- 
reau. 

Joint offices will be opened 
at Los Angeles, Sacramento, 
Fresno, San Jose, Stockton and 
San Francisco and a Federal 
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branch office only will be es- 
tablished in San Diego, it was 
announced. In addition, sea- 
sonal offices will be opened 
thoughout the State at stated 
periods.

WOMEN AFFECTED. 


“Bince the war women have en- 
tered the shops, have engaged in 
handling freight and baggage and 
have even been employed upon the 
tracks. Much of this work requires 
a physical effort beyond the strength 
of women, and some of_it is carried 
on under conditions menacing to 
health, safety and morals. <As the 
war takes an increasing number of 
men, women must to some degree 
take the places of men. Ehey should 
be cared for. Their burden shouid 
not be such as to hazard their health. 
Their hours should be reasonably 
short. Their working conditions 
should be healthful and fitted ‘to 
their needs. And their pay, when 
they do the full work of men, shuuld 
be the same as that of men. 

“The investigation of the commis- 
sion disclosed many ineqvalities of 
pay in the game branch of service. 
In every case where the same serv- 
ice is rendered there should be the 
same pay without regard to sex or 
race.”’ 

Briefly stated, the railroad wage 
commission's study of conflitions 
showed that the cost of living had 
increased since 1915 approximately 
43 per cent. It therefore adjusted 
the wage scale of employees, recom- 
mended to Director-General McAdoo, 
so that the amounts added to the 
monthly pay should cover this in- 
creased cost.

The statement that three British | 
divisions were present In Egypt, he| 
explained, was made at a Cabinet 
meeting when Gen. Maurice was 
present, and he never had cor-| 
rected it. 


EXAMPLE OF DISCIPLINE.

certained that Maurice had never) 
made representations to the Chief 
of Staff on the subiect. 

"a the Premier continued sar- | 
castically, “this is so important that | 
a select comrmuttee must be set up| 
to inquire into KM: so important as 
to justify Gen. Maurice trampling 
on the King’s regulations and set- 
ting ip an example of indiscipline to 
the whole army.” 

Both he and Mr. Bonar Law were 
anxious for an examination of their 
statements by a perfectly impartial | 
tribunal, There was a maas of con- | 
Hdential documents involved and she | 
maintained that a select committee 
was not the best tribunat to investi- 
gate facts when passions were in- 
volved. The House of Commons long 
ago came to a similar decision when 
such questions as disputed electors 
were a factor. Mr. Asquith depre- 
cated a select committee to investi- 
gate Mesopotamia for reasons which 
the Premier considered right. 

REGARDING ARMY. 


With reference to the strength of 
the army, the Premier sald: 

“There is absolutely no doubt that 
there was a very considerable addi. 
tion to the man power of the army 
at the beginning of 1918. as com- 
pared with the man power at the 
beginning of 1917, In France. There 
was a great increase in the man 
power of the army throughout the 


world in 1918, as compared with’ 
1917. But the tnerease in France 
was «reater than the average 


throughout the whole area. 

“l do not know whether Gen. 
Maurice had that in mind when he 
talked about fighting strength, We 
must draw a Histinction between the 
combatant and the noncombatant. 
Let me say at once that I do not 
aceept that distinction when he 
talks about fighting strength, as to 
who are combatants and who are 
noncombatants. [Cries of “Oh! 
Oh!"] Are those men who stopped 
the advance of the Germans at 
Amiens the other day combatants? 
They are not if you begin to make 
distinctions. 

“Are the men who are under fire 
every day making roads and tram- 


and 


ways and railways: who euffer se- 
vere casualties, combatants or non- 
combatants’ Does anyone mean to 
tell me that they are not part of 
the fighting strength of the army?’ 


READS DOCUMENT. 
Reading from a document, which 
he said came from Gen. Maurice's 
department nine days after the 


Premier's speech, he said: 

“From a statement ineluded ft 
will be seen that the combatant 
strength of the British army was 
greater on the first of January, 1918, 
than on the firet of January, 1917," 
the Premier concluded: 

“T have been charged with mis- 
leading the public and leaving the 
public to believe that at the time 
of the attack the Allied position on 
the western front was that we had 
a slight superiority in infantry, a 
superiority in cavalry and a su- 
periority in artillery. The whole of 
these figures were based on state- 
ments by Gen. Maurice.”

ROBERTSON’'S PRINCIPLES.

Everyone, said the Premier, 
would admit that those were sound 
proposals. The Cabinet accepted 
them without demur. They had

|} tlons. There was a meeting at Bou- 
logne between Premier Lioyd 
George, Gen. Robdertson, M. Painieve 
Gen. Foch, which had ‘deen 
summoned to discuss an important 
question concerning the Foreign Of- 
fice. M. Painleve raised the question 
of an extension of the front. 

ROBERTSON IN CHARGE, 

Mr. Lioyd George was not in the 
least prepared for that and he told 
Gen. Robertson that it Was a mat- 
ter he might deal with, and the 
whole matter was dealt with by| Saving 
Gen. Robertson. In consequence of 
this subject having been raised and 
Giscussed at this conference, Field 
| Marshal Haig got the impression 
that some decision had been arrived 


at by the cabinet without his con- 
rent. Consequently, Gen. Robertson 
drew up the following memoran- 
dum:

Creek, which heads at the Cuyamaca 
Dam. This should establish trout 
fishing in the lake If the forty-foot 
depth of water proves enough to give 
the cold temperature needful to car- 
ry the rainbow trout through the 
summer in healthy condition. 

If unable to ascend any streams 
the fish will perforce spawn in the 
lake, but very little good will come 
of eggs thus deposited, probably not 
one in a thousand ever being fer- 
tiliszed and matured to catchable size.

May 9%.—In the 8u- 
preme Court today Was given a com- 
plicated judgment involving the 
proceeds from the sale In 1899 by 
Martin Costello, to the Calumet and 
Arizona Mining Company, of the 
Irish Mag and other bonanza mines 
at Bisbee, now worked by the pur- 
chaser. An accounting was de- 
manded eight years ago by the 
daughters of Patrick Cunningham, 
deceased, who claimed a half in- 
terost in $500,000 received by Cos- 
tello tn 1899, and $468,000 received 
in 1904 for others of a seventeen- 
claim group. 

Both Cunningham and Costello 
are dead and the action lies against 
the latter’s widow, resident in Los 
Angeles. 

The Supreme Court sustains the 
verdict of the Superior Court of 
Cochise county, that Cunningham 
wae half owner of of the mines 
sold in 1899, though the title was 
in Costello's name at the time, and 
that releases signed by Cunningham's 
widow were ineffective in covering 
the rights of the daughters.

States Steel Corporagion, at the re- 
quest of the government, will enter 
into the manufacture of heavy ar- 
tillery and projectiles in great 
quantities. In an announcement of 
the undertaking, Elbert H. Gary. 


that a manufacturing plant for the 
purpose would be constructed as 
speedily as practicable at the ex- 
pense of the government on a site 
located In the interior of the coun- 
try. 

The work will be in charge of a 
committee of steel corporation offi- 
clals, who will receive no compensa- 
tion for their services. 

Chairman Gary's statement made 
public tonight follows: 

“At the solicitation of the Secre- 
tary of War, the United States Steel 
Corperafion has undertaken to con- 
struct and equip, at the expense of 
the government, upon a site to be 
located itn the interior of the country, 
a plant for the manufacture of can- 
non and projectiles of 
and In great quantities and to oper- 
ate the same when finished. 

“At the best, the time required | 
will extend over a considerable pe- 
riod and the cost willbe large, but 
the work will progress with all prac- 
ticable speed, and economy in the 
use of money will be practiced. It 
is hoped and expected the results 
will be creditable to the country. 

“The work will be in the Imme- 
diate charge of a committee consist- 
ing of a vice-president and the 
comptroller of the corporation and 
eight others designated from the 
officers (presidents or vice-presi- 
dents) of the various manufacturing 
subsidiary companies, and all select- 
ed because of their education, expe- 
rience and pecullar fitnessa This 
committee will keep In close touch 
with the bullding and operating or- 
ganization which is being formed 
and with the officers of the steel cor- 
poration and with the War Depart- 
ment. The officers of the corpora- 
tion and of the subsidiary companies 
will receive no compensation for 
their services. 

“Accurate boeks of account will 
be kept, which, with all records, files 
and other documents and papers, 
will be open and subject to examina- 
tion by government officials or other 
properly appointed representatives. 
General plans will be rapidly pre- 
pared and will soon be ready for 
examination by the ordnance depart- 
ment or other bureau, and, when ap- 
proved, the corporatian will be given 
a free hand in construction and op- 
eration, holding .iteelf reeponsibie 
for the faithful performance of the 
duty imposed by the terms of the 
contract. 

“The corporation, In consequence 
of the magnitude of its busin 
most of which, directly or Indirectly, 
ie In ald of the military necessitics 
of the government and its allies, had 
hoped to avold the necessity of en- 
gaging in work of the kind now en- 
tered upon, but was persuaded by 
the War Department that it was im- 
peratively required under existing 
conditions.” 


FISHERMEN SWATTED 
FOR DOUBLE-CROSSING. 


MERRITT OUTS THEIR SAIAON 
rRICK BECAUSE PUBLIC 
WAS NEGLECTED. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May %.—A 
price of 9% cents per pound, on 
the average, fixed on salmon 
Monterey fishermen, April 13, by 
Ralph P. Merritt, Federal Food 
Conitmissioner for California, was 
abrogated by him today on repre- 
sentations made by Fred N. Bige- 
low, executive secretary of the State 
Fish Exchange. 

Merritt agreed to give the sup- 
port of the Food Administration to 
the schedule of prices fixed by the 
Fish Exchange, which will 7% 
cents per pound to the fishermen 
12% cente to the dealers and 2 
cents to the consumer. These new 
prices, it was announced, would af- 
fect only salmon for the fresh fish 
market. 

Merritt's action followed a show- 
ing by Bigelow, according to the 
Food Administration, that the fresh 
fish market had not been kept sup- 
plied, according to the agreement 
made by the fishermen and dealers, 
because the latter had been able to 
sell thelr catch for a more advan- 
tageous price to the canners and 
for mild curing. The consequence 
was, Merritt sald, the fresh fish 
markets have suffered ai serious 
and unealled-for shortage of sal- 
mon, 

In addition to this fact, Merritt 
said, the records up to the presen 
showed that the income provided to 
the fishermen by the §3%-cent av- 
erage price greatly exceeded expec- 
tations. Many fishermen, he said, 
had received in excess of $100 per 
week since the opening of the sal- 
mon season. 

Any attempt at evasion or diver- 
sion of supplies from the fresh fish 
trade, he sald, will be deemed suffi- 
clent grounds for the revocation of 
the licenses of the fishermen, deal- 
er. canner or mild curer, as the 
facts should warrant.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 
mercial packers of licensed dried 
fruits, including prunes, raisins, ap- 
ples and peaches voluntarily agreed 
not to purchase or contract for any 


of these commodities prior to June 
1, at the request of the United States 
Food Administration of California, it 
was announced tonight. 

Three big growers organizations 
also agreed that until that date they 
would not solicit or accept new 
members into their organizations. 

This action was taken at a meet- 
ing today between Ralph P. Merritt, 
Federal Food Commissioner for 
California, and a committee repre- 
senting the packers and organized 
growers. 

Merritt announced that an agree- 
ment between the packers not to 
buy until the date specified was nec- 
essary in order to allow the Food Ad- 
ministration sufficient time to pro- 
mulgate a definite policy for the 
marketing of this season's dried 
fruit -eutput. 

Under the rules of the Food Ad- 
ministration packers are prohibited 
from selling the licensed dried fruits 
unti! June 1. 

Among the firms represented at 
today’s meeting were: Rosenberg 
Prothers, Phoentx Packing Company, 
California Packing Corporation, 
Guggenheim & Co... Garcia & Mag- 
xini, J. B. Inderrieden Company, E. 
N. Richmond. 

The growers associations repre- 
sented were the California Prune 
and Apricot Growers,’ Inc., Califor- 
nia Peach Growers’ Association and 
California Associated Raisin Com- 
pany. 

The question of licensing dried 
apricots, figs, black grapes and 
pears was discussed without any 
conclusion being reached. 

On this subject, in reply to many 
inquiries. Merritt said: 

“The Food Administration is 
deeply concerned with the iIncreas- 
ing prices of food commodities in 
general.

SLAYER PLEADS 
SELF-DEFENSE. 


Henry Messier Tells Story of 
Auto Killing. 


Admits Buying a Revolver 
Before Journey. 


Preliminary Examination to 
be Next Week, 


Henry J. Messier purchased a re- 
volver in Los Angeles three days be- 
fore he killed Roy Mettler in the 
mountains near Lebec, according to 
a new and voluntary confession 
made by him yesterday afternoon in 
the County Jail. He admitted that 
he killed Mettler, stating that it was 


in self-defense following a quarrel 
while the automobile, driven by 
Mettier, scurried over the sinuous 
mountain road in the direction of 
Bakersfield. 
“Yes, | bought a revolver here 
three days before Metfler and I 
Started for Bakersfield,” he said. 
“Why I should tnvest in a revolver 
while reduced to desperate straits, 
I can't explain. This is one of the 
pecullarities of the eéituation in 
which I find myself.” 
Messfer passed his hand over his 
forehead as if the events of the last 
few days appeared before him in an 
almost impenetrable haze. 
"TALKED TOO MUCH.” 


“Why was I going to Bakersfield 
with Mettler? Ah, that is one thing 


until after I have talked with my 
attorney. I have talked too much 
already, perhaps. <A deputy Sheriff 
in Oakland got Into my confidence 
and | told him a lot of things, think- 
ing him my friend. I suppose he'll 
use this against me. 

“Tt killed Mettler, all right, but it 
wasn't for money that I killed him. 
Why should I commit murder when 
my mother in New Bedford, Mass... 
would have sent me any amount I! 
wished’ I suppose she has heard 
about this by now. I am awfully 
sorry for her. You see, I have never 
been in jail before in my life. This 
will go rather hard with her.’’’ 

' The young paralytic turned his 
face away. He is a French-Cana- 
dian by birth and was crippled by 
infantile paralysis when 2 years old. 
He is 24 now. 

TELAS OF SHOOTING.

He is not 
more than five feet, two Inches high 
and his coal black eyes loom out of 
a face of pasty whiteness. He re- 
peatediy asked for an attorney. 
‘I don’t know whether I shall 
plead guilty to this or not,” he said. 
“T must see an attorney first. I 
realize [Tam In a pretty bad fix with 
a lot of evidence against me. What 
will happen if I should plead guilty, 
do you

Federal Officer Says Much is 
Expected from Southland. 


Visits Many Busy Plants at 
Los Angeles Harbor. 


Has Charge of Apportioning

M. F. Brown, manager of the steel 
department, production division of 
the Emergency Fieet Corporation, 
who is making a tour of every 
shipyard in the United States, ob- 
serving the needs and obtaining «a 
broad perspective of the general 
condition of the national ship bul!ld- 
ing, arrived In Los Angeles yester- 
day.

OS ANGELES A BUSY WAR PORT. 

The investments made by the govern- 
ment and by this city in improving the Los 
Angeles Harbor are yielding big returns. The 
city is receiving much larger cash revenues 
and ite population and trade have increased 
because of harbor activities. The govern- 
ment is getting stee! and wooden ships, one 
of the things it needs most to win the war. 
The value of the ships under contract at the 
Rardor now is $75,000,000, almost twice the 
Value of Southern California's entire citrfis 
crop last year. 
“Teday thousands more men are working 
at the harbor than a year ago. The busi- 
ness of the port has multiplied severa! fold. 
The cash revenues accruing to the harbor 
department fund the coming fiscal year 
will be almost $250,000, an Increase of more 
than 300 per cent. over last year. 

Te a report to the City Council a few 
Gays azo the harbor department empba- 
Sized the value of recent improvements. 
The department has expended about $5°.- 
60° im building railroad tracks, wharves, 
Sheds. etc.. and has furnished the Navy 
Department with facilities for a submarine 
base and a navai reserve training station 
on pier No. 1. The harbor department re- 
gards this as a contribution by the city of 
- Los Angeles to the country’s war prepara- 
tion worth fully $40,000 a year. — 

Another big asset to the city is the work 
being done by the Los Angeles Shipbuild- 
tee and Drydock Company in dredging, fi!l- 
ine and bullding wharves. This is in pay- 
ment by the company for the use of the 
fand, and the value of the improvements 
will amount to several hundred thousand 
@oliars. | 

One of the important matters to be con- 
sidered by the City Council with reference 
to the harbor is whether or not a consider- 
able further investment is justified at.this 
time. The harbor department, while not 
presenting a forma! request for further ap- 
propriations, points out that conditions are 
euch that some valuable improvements can 
be made now at a very much smalier cost 
than th the future. The value of the im- 
provements as war measures is also em- 
Phasized as a special reason for municipal! 
expenditure at this time. 

Tt will cost about $129,000 to create sev- 
enty acres of additional land by building 
a seawall. The government is preparing 
to widen the main channel and the mate 
tial dredged would create the land. To 
postpone the action until later, says the 
harbor department report, would make it 


mended is the building of a wharf along 
the east side of the fish harbor. This would 
eoet about $50,000 and would provide a 
jaree amount of cannery space, for which 
Shere is a great demand and which yields 
a return of three cents per square foot a 


year. 

The harbor department's recommenda 
tions summed up would require an expendi- 
ture of less than $200,000, which. it is esti- 
would create income-producing prop- 
erty worth nearly $2,000,000, or an immedil- 
ate return of ten dollars for one. 

A programme of rigid economy and cur- 
taliment of expenditures suggested in a City 
Council! meeting recently is receiving the 
strong approval of war-burdened taxpayers 
throughout the city; but vitally-important 
war measures or urgent requirements of ex. 
‘‘panding industries should have prompt and 
‘@tequate attention. 


HE ALTERED OVERMAN BILD. 

Unmistakable signs of a rapproche- 
ment between the President and the Sen- 
ate are seen in the passage by the Senate 
of the Overman bill. This bill went to the 
House a vastly different measure from that 
which was orginally introduced’ in the Sen- 
ate. In fact the only section which has not 
been amended is the title. It waa originally 
introduced as a counter-attack by the ad- 
ministration on Senator Chamberlain's War 
Cabinet Bill. Some regarded it as a dec- 
laration of war on the Senate itself by the 
President. it was prepared at the time 


when the Senate criticism of the adminis- [ 


tration’s war programme was the mpst 
severe. 

But the big Hun drive on the western 
front had a sobering influence alike on 
President and Senate. It suddenly devel- 
oped that the whole of the national energy 
Was needed to establish the defense of 
democracy in Flanders and Picardy. A 
series of conferences was held which re 
sulted im the virtual withdrawal of the 
Chamberlain bill and a public indorsement 
by Senator Chamberlain of the Overman 
bill. Senator Chamberlain asserted that the 
amended Overman bill contained the salient 
points of his own act and that its vicious 
features have been eliminated. 

As passed by the Senate, the Overman 
bill empowers the President to redistribute 
among executive agencies functions now 
performed by any government department, 
bureau, officer or commission. Its intent is 
to consolidate and co-ordinate government 
departments for the better utilization of the 
forces of the government and the country 
during the term of the war. The Senate 
discovered that under present laws four or 
five departments are performing the same 
work. In an article contributed to the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger commending the 
bill former President Taft observes: 

“Take the matter of secret service— 

there is now a secret service in the 
State Department, in the Department 
of Justice, in the Treasury Department 
and in the War Department. Clearly 
it would make for both economy and 
efficiency to have all the agencies under 
one responsible head. Nothing is so 
vital to success in the secret service as 
concentration. . . government 
has been censured for failure to convict 
spies and traitors. .. it is likely 
that more spies and traitors would have 
been — if there bad been one secret 
serv 


Under the amendments accepted by the 
administration the President may not abol- 
ish any department; he is not permitted 
to create new offices and fill them: and he 
cannot authorize the expenditure of money 
for any function not expressly provided for 
by Congress. In its present form the Over- 
man bill should enable the President to 
secure better public service at a greatly re- 
duced expense. It really amounts to con- 
ferring on the Rresident the power to 
consolidate commissions end departments 
until the government becomes one big ma- 
chine in place of fifty little ones. The Fed- 
eral service had become almost as top 
heavy with commissions and departments 
as the State government of California. 

The Senate opposition to the Overman 
bill could not be broken until the admin- 
istration consented to striking out the pro- 
vision which gave the President power to 
create additional departments or commis- 
sions and invest them with discretionary 
power. The only new agency he is em- 
powered to create is a department of alr- 
craft production. This limitation of the 
executive powers removes the possibilitv 
of the Ovetman act becoming a menace to 
representative government. The country 
as a whole will be inclined to accept 
former President Taft's conclusion that the 
act “should make greatly for a successful 
conduct of the war.” ‘ 


ATIENCE AND PATRIOTISM. , 
People are asking, “When will the war 
end?” “Why doesn’t Foch attack in force?” 


““Why can't we carry the war into Ger- 


many?” “Why don't we drive the Germans 
out of Flanders?” “What on earth is go- 
ing to become of us?” 

The war will end when it is over. That 
may be a Delphic prophecy: but !t is the 
only sensible and patriotic prediction that 
people should heed. When war broke, H. G. 
Wells, who had the greatest following of 
any literary man as a “prophet.” said 
“three months” and wrote articles to prove 
it. Mr. Wells, after renewing hik. guess 
generously from time to time, has come to 
the opinion that the war will end when Ger- 
many is beaten—and that God only knows 
when that will be. Till the time comes, pa- 
tience! The patience that is patriotism. 

The war must go on. It is the first duty 
of American patriotism to shout to the ears 
of our leaders: “Fight on—fight on and on! 
Lo, we are with you always!” 

And the question of why Foch does not 
come on with his grand offensive is one for 
military experts rather than Ahose of us be- 
hind the battle lines wholly unversed in 
the multitudinous influences and considera- 
tions that bear upon the judgment of the 
generals. Those most competent to have 
an opinion are confident that Foch knows 
his work, tifat his judgment is dependable, 
and that he is no dawdling or timid soldier 
was shown at the battle of the Marne, where 
he made victory overwhelming by the daz- 
zing temerity of attacking with his center 
after his right and left wings were routed. 

Foch has said that he can strike a coun- 
ter-blow in 1919 if America gives him two 
million soldiers, and that at all costs he 
will guard Paris and protect the heart of 
France; that he will not swerve from his 
plan, even if it be necessary to sacrifice the 
channel ports. And he is right. This world 
war revolves around Paris. It was a boast 
to keep a dinner engagement there that led 
the Kaiser to storm Belgium. Foch's job 
is to make sure, first of all, that the defense 
line of Paris cannot be overmastered. 

William Howard Taft says that it will 
take five million American soldiers fighting 
in 1920, not 1919, to win the war. Other 
leaders of observation and information have 
their opinions and _ tentatively hazard 
guesses. But the main thing is that the war 
must go on. and that the American people 
must be patient. For patience today is 
synonymous with the best patriotism. Pa- 
tience today, patience tomorrow, ‘patience 
in all the dreary tomorrows of a long, long 
war. The wars of our past American his- 
tory have been comparatively short. W. 
were accustomed to think of the Civil War 
as one of almost interminable duration; 
the Mexican and Spanish wars, by their 
briefness, spoiled our perspective of mind. 
In Burope they have other traditions. Just 


from

a little over a hundred years ago Napoleon | 


was to the English as great a menace as the 
Kaiser is today, and England fought him for 
fifteen years. While Wellington worked his 
way from toe-hold in Portugal up into Bel 
sium and pitched his tents for Waterloo 
people in the London streets were asking 
of him all the questions that are today be- 
ing asked about Foch. “Why doesn't he at- 
tack?” “What on earth is he doing?” 

As yet America, though generous, has 
made comparatively little sacrifice in this 
war. Our dead are still numbered by the 
hundreds instead of the hundreds of thou- 
sands. Our cities have been free from at- 
tack, our land is unsullied except by the 
occasional footprint of a spy. So impa- 
tience would ill become us in the face of 
England's bulldog grimness, of Belgium's 
tenacious desperation, of France's unshak- 
able fortitude. Perhaps if we, too, had been 
under the Kaiser's hoof or stared up at his 
bomb-raining Zeppelins or seen our gutters 
run blood we would not have war's ending 
s0 much on our lips, but would speak more 
often of victory—come when it may. 

But America is not weak-hearted, nor is 
American impatience more than superficial. 
All along we have rather half expected that 
the war would be over before we had to 
throw our full weight into it. But the full 
weight is needed. The dream of an early 
peace is a delusion, fostered and nourished 
by Prussian generals who wish to create the 
very impatience and discontent that comes 

expecting bs not finding peace. 
America is into war to help win it; 
and to the end her guns, her men, her mon- 
ey and her food will be given generously 
and sacrificially. America will suffer all 
things, endure all things, deprive herse! 
ef all things, TO THE END. She will ea 
soggy bread and Hooverize cheerfully. She 
will go broke if she has to. She will back 
up the President and Congress to the limit. 
She will not grumble at the Food Adminis- 
tration and will take her orders from the 
departments without a murmur. Her fight- 
ing patience is up, and it shall know no 
ending nor shadow of turning. No govern- 
ment ever had with it or behind it a more 
unified, resolute, loyal and patient press and 
people. Germany must and will be crushed. 
“No quarter,” said the Kaiser to Belgium: 
and he is answered by the echo of his own 
words. There shall be no quarter and no 
respite for Germany until she crumbles, her 
sword broken, her mailed fist mangled and 
helpless, as the withered left arm of the 
monarch who loosened the dogs of war 
upon mankind. 


AITH AND WORKS. 

The boy who first threw a flat stone 
so that it would “skip” over the face of 
the waters was a major prophet. Califor- 
nia is now “pouring” concrete ships 400 
feet long that can travel fifteen miles an 
hour. Of course that doesn't seem fast 
when measured with the pace of some of 
the modern airmen, but compared with the 
progress of the wooden hookers of a couple 
of generations back it is going some, It is 
only a starter, at that. By another season 
we will be having stone battleships that 
travel at the speed of an express train 
Now. that America is taking up all the an- 
gles and phases of shipbuilding some sur- 
prises are in order.

Gov. Stephens has been asked to call 
a special session of the Legislature to make 
California a saloonless State. This is an- 
nounced as an economic or war measure. 
To it no one not an active champion of the 
licensed saloon may make serious objection. 

But from an official standpoint, a bone 
dry bill does not result In an immediate 
lessening of taxation. The citizen may be 
relieved individually or the purchasing pow- 
er of the family may be augmented, but in 
the matter of public taxation it is found 
that the revenue from licenses or from the 
production and sale of liquors must be 
made up in some other way. The city of 
Los Angeles, for instance, is Just now con- 
fronted with the tmperative necessity of 
opening up new forms of taxation to pro 
vide the revenue lost through the cancel- 
lation of all saloon licenses. This will 
work out all right in the long run, but no- 
body pretends that a measure which closes 
saloons is a tax-lessening agent at once. 

The great demand in California its for 
something that will ease the vast burden 
of taxation. The resident of California is 
paying two or three times as much for his 
government as he would in other States of 
the Union. Of course it is worth more to 
live in a land of mellow sunshine, but 
haven't the politicians made the price al- 
most prohibitive? 

If we are honestly seeking war measures 
of real economy cannot the Governor in- 
clude a suggestion that will enable the 
State to dispense with hundreds of these 
high-priced tax-eaters whom conditions 
have made absolutely useless to the wel- 
fare of the State’ 

The Federal government has practically 
taken over the work and authority of the 
railroad commission, yet that commission 
remains, with an eagerness and an infinite 
capacity for spending millions of other peo- 
ple’s money.’ 

There are many other commissions whose 
functions are either duplicated by the gen- 
eral government or whose duties are made 
unnecessary or inadvisable by feason of 
war-time conditions. Yet they go blithely 
on and are annually spending millions of 
dollars that so far as the taxpayers are 
concerned are as completely wasted as if 
they were sewed up In a sack and cast into 
the sea. 

As a war and economy measure cannot 
the suggestion that some of these barnacles 
be scraped from the hull of the Ship of 
State be included in the proposed Gover- 
nor's programme? 

As an economic war measure, is the Gov- 
ernor willing to give the people a chance? 


“ONLY A FOOL.” 


Only a fool will deny that our ghipbulld- 
ing programme, the first necessity, is ham- 
pered by the labor unions; it was stated on 
the floor of Congress the other day that 
union labor in the shipyards, in this period 
of our greatest danger, is only half as effi- 
cient as it should be. We have advanced 
wages, and the men have worked fewer 
days. Strikes have resulted in disastrous 
delays. We need labor, and the towns are 
full of idle men. Meanwhile, the politicians 
are telling us how labor is doing its bit 
patriotically and promptly; the politicians 
know better, but they are looking after the 
labor vote. Will we carry folly to the point 


of losing the war? We are seriously threat- 


ened by a cunning and efficient enemy. Will 
we carry our needless, unexampled folly to 
the point where we will be in danger from 
an enemy charged with raping women and 
mutilating children?—[E. W. Howe. .

PLAYING AT PIRACY.

It is just 200 years ago that piracy 
went out of a fashion and we are 
celebrating the anniversary by war- 
ring with a knave who would make 
the blackest pirate of history look 
like a milk-fed rabbit. As a matter 
of fact, the piracy of old would seem 
as tame as a game of tag by com- 
parison. 

And yet we used to look upon 
the pirate as a man of bloodthirsty 
passions and deplorable morals. He 


Was an outcast of the seas and ev- 
ery man’s hand was against him. 
Yet, in our childhood days we held 
a secret admiration for him and 
deep in our hearts lurked the wish 
that the fates had permitted us to 
follow the bold and lawless career 
of the pirate. This passion found 
expression when we drowned little 
sister after we had prodded her with 
a piekle fork until] she walked the 
plank over the horse trough. We 
took few prisoners in those days. 
We either butchered them in action 
or else drove them over the sides 
of the ship, where their piteous 
cries were drowned in a hundred 
fathoms of blue clay. Occasionally 
we might spare some beauteous 
maiden in order that she might 
grace the cave which we had exca- 
vated in the back end of the lot. 

Our pirate was a careless and 
reckless wight. with a skirt in every 
port and a half-dozen cached in the 
home cavern in case of sickness. 
That man is a polygamous mamma! 
is indicated by the methodical man- 
ner in which the child pirate col- 
lects his harem. No pirate could 
possibly be so poverty-stricken or 
shiftiess as to have less than three 
women, and a self-respecting one 
would have at least a dozen. He 
rather needed them in his business. 
They inspired him to scour the seas 
in order that he might get gold 
beads with which to girdle their 
necks. He had to decorate his 
dames in order that they might grat- 
ify his eyes and so he had to pil- 
lage and massacre that he might 
provide. An able-bodied and ag- 
gressive pirate could be told by his 
glittering collection of queens. 

Genuine piracy was in vogue for 
forty centuries before, the system 
went to the scrap pile. Even Ulys- 
ses had a strain of pirate in his 
blood. There have been pirates ever 
since men have ventured on the wa- 
ters. It is much harder to police 
the sea than it is the land and so 
when a husky party of taw-breaking 
antecedents got out in a boat it was 
very apt to forget its obligations to 
society. He began to browse upon 
his fellowmen and presently up 
would go the Diack flag. It is toler- 
ably easy to turn pirate and some 
of our most successful sea scourgers 
have been creatures of accident. 
They have chafed over ship disci- 
pline and out of some trifling act 
of mutiny has grown a profligate 
career of piracy. 

Our fallen friend, Capt. Kidd, Is 
himself an example of circumstance. 
He hed been given a king's commis- 
sion to hunt down pirates and evi- 
dently thought that the best way to 
stalk pirates was to be one himeelf. 
Se he went to it. Out Madagascar 
way he journeyed with a thirty-cun 
ship and after scuttling a few of 
the small fry pirates he found an 
inviting field left. He had the same 
idea that steel and sugar pirates 
have had in these times—that of 
disposing of the semall competitor 
and then taking possession of the 
field 


Then he made a merger with the 
biggest pirate there was left and 
had himself elected president of the 
combination. Also, at this time, 
something happened to his eyesight. 
He must have gone color blind. At 
any rate, he didn't seem able to dis- 
tinguish between flags. He would 
think he was scuttiing a French ship 
and here it would be an Pnelish 
craft all the time. It got to be so 
that people who were going out into 
the Madagascar neighborhood could- 
n't get any life insurance. The 
companies looked upon them as bad 
risks. The reputation Capt. Kidd 
had made as a respectable and law- 
abiding citizen of New York was 
lost overboard off the coast of 
Africa and finally the English cov- 
ernment offered a reward to anyone 
who would bring him in. They 
didn’t care if he was stuffed or what 
condition he was in, so long as the 
remains could be identified. 

Meanwhile, he was out nights 
drilling holes in which to salt away 
his treasure. He didn’t seem will- 
ing to trust it with the night clerk 
of the hotel and he was also a bit 
leary of taking a safe deposit box. 
About the time that the captain 
was shining up to one of the swell- 
est widows in the burg the King of 
England sent a postal card to the 
colonial Governor stating that he 
bad heard that Capt. Kidd was in 
New York and would he kindly 
pinch the gentleman and send him 
over to London. There was a mat- 
ter of a few murders and several 
cases of ground and lofty piracy 
charged against him. Would he 
please come over to explain? 

So he went to London. 

He found things different there. 
The State's attorney had a smear of 
evidence there that the captain had 
overlooked. There was a ship's 
doctor and some sailors who told 
about Capt. Kidd killing a few peo- 
ple who happened to disagree with 
him and there was also the matter 
of scuttling a few English ships and 
plundering their cargoes. Altogeth- 
er. it appeared that the captain had 
behaved in a rash and ungentleman- 
ly manner. 

Capt. Kidd insisted that it was a 
frameup, but the jury found him 
guilty just the same and one fine 
day in the spring of 1701 they took 
him down to execution dock, where 
they strung him up as a warning to 
all freebooters. It must have helped 
some because ever since piracy has 
been on the decline, except such 
forms of land piracy as have been 
passed upon by the Supreme Court. 

After Capt. Kidd had been put out 
of the way the hunt for his buried 
treasure became a popular out-door 
sport, not only along the Atlantic 
Coast, but In the West Indies and 
Madagascar. He was said to have 
stowed away great stores of Span- 
ish doubloons and other gold, but 
aside from some $50,000 worth tak- 


en from the little ship in which he 
landed and from the nearby coast 
of Gardiner’s Island—now in sight 
of the Brooklyn ball yard—nothing 
was ever found. 

Nevertheless, companies and con- 
spiracies have been formed to delve 
for the lost treasure of Capt. Kidd, 
The idea has been used to further 
numerous bunco schemes and more 
money has been wasted in the quest 
of this elusive treasure than the 
treasure could ever possibly have 
amounted to. 

Probably there never was much, 
anyhow. 

But when one speaks of pirates 
the fancy suggests either Capt. Kidd 
or the Pittsburgh ball team.

THE TRAINING CAMPS. 
A new development yesterday 


barred the immediate progress of 


the proposed emergency war train- 
ing camps to be located tn some of 


the city high schools, as favored by 
the Board of Education, when a 
few hours before the meeting of the 
body, County Counse! Hill informed 
Supt. Shiels that the Political Code 
and the State Constitution forbid the 
Board of Education from entering 
into any contract other than for 
purposes of instruction., This keeps 
the board from being able to pur- 
chase supplies or rations for the 
1020 to 1500 soldiers whom plans 
were being made to instruct in the 
mechanic arts for fifty-six days dur- 
‘mg the summer., 

It ts possible.s-however, for the 
Board of Education to give favor- 
adie action to requests of any body 
of reputable citizens who, under a 
section of the Political Co4e, could 
discharge the duties which the hoard 
itself can not, under the existing 
laws, undertake to perform. This 
means that any body of requisite 
citizens can make application to the 
heard to stand sponsor for the sup- 
plying of rations and incidental liv- 
Ing expenses for the men. 

Under this system, the citizens 
would be a sort of bondsmen for the 
proposition, and could he held re- 
sponsible for the payment of the 
bills. explained yesterday they 
would pay the bills and would in 
turn be pald by the government. It 
is thought that Oscar Mueller, presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce, 
will appoint a committee of bonds- 
men this morning. Even though 
sponsored by private citizens, the 
training schools will be operated by 
the Board of Education, and the su- 
perintendent and his staff will ecn- 
tinue to perform the necessary labor 
precisely as if the board were tn ful 
contro) financially. 

AVAILABLE BUILDINGS. 

By a resolution adopted yester- 
day, the buildings of the following 
high schools are available for use by 
the government this summer: Man- 
val Arts, Hollywood, Jefferson, Lin- 
coln, Polytechnic and Owensmouth. 
The latter, it was stated, is partic- 


ularly available for a tractor school. 
It was further resolved that the use 
of these properties be restricted to 
July and August, and that the use 
of the mechanics arts departments 
by the government In no way inter- 
fere with or prevent their wee for 
public schools sessions. 

The double instruction possibility 
ig such that the soldiers can be 
avartered in certain designated parts 
of the buildings and be allowed the 
exclusive use of the machine ehops 
and mechanical laboratories during 
eight hours of the day. 

Further aiding the war  pro- 
gramme, the Board of Pducation 
yeeterday voted the government the 
use of the San Pedro Hich Schoo! 
for the purpose of training about 
forty soldiers in auto-truck driving 
and repair and tn radio buzzer werk. 
The classes are to be from 2:30 to 7 
o’ clock and without interference with 
the present school programme. The 
resolution was in direct response to 
a request from Col. J. M. Abbot, 
commanding officer of Fort Mac- 
Arthur.
